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Will Erect Seadromes a 


Trans-Atiantic Air Lines Soon To Be 


In Operation 

The first of eight seadromes, pro- 
posed man-made islands to dot the 
Atlantic at intervals of 380 miles be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, will be constructed off the 
coast of United States next spring, 
Captain Hugh Duncan Grant, meteoro- 
logical consultant to the promoters 
of the project, announced recently. 

Grant, visiting in Akron, Ohio, pre- 
dicted that within a year from the 
placing of the first seadrome the 
other seven ocean landing fields will 
be completed and a trans-Atlantic air 
line in operation. 

The seadromes, Captain Grant ex- 
plained, will have a six-acre deck, 
which will be 70 feet above the water 
surface, or 30 feet higher than storm 
waves, The seadromes will be buoyed 
by air tanks extending 40 feet below 


the surface. Ballistic tanks, filled with) 


pig iron and giving the seadromes 
their stability, will extend 177 feet 
downward. 


Australia’s New Stamps 


Unique Design Commemorates World 

Flights Of Kingsford-Smith 
.. After some delay Australia has is- 
sued the Kingsford-Smith stamps to 
commemorate his world flights. The 
set consists of a two pence red, and a 
three pence blue. There is also a six 
pence deep mauve, issued for air mail 
service. Each of the three stamps 
have the same design, an aeroplane 
flying between the two hemispheres, 
with the inscription “Australia” at 
the top of the stamp, and “Kingsford- 
Smith's World Flights” at the bot- 
tom. The values are in small oval 
tablets in the lower corner, and the 
word “postage” at each side. The 
only difference in the air mail stamp 
is that instead of the words “postage” 
on each side, the words “Air Mail 
Service’ are inscribed. When these 
Commemorative stamps were placed 
on sale in Melbourne the six penny 
air mail was bought so heavily, that 
the supply was exhausted within fif- 
teen minutes.

Declines To Accept Year's Holiday 


On Debts Owing To Mother 
Country 

Britain offered South Africa, New 
Zealand and Australia a year's holi- 
day in the paying off of debts owing 
to the Mother Country. South Africa 
has declined to accept the offer, say- 
ing that Britain necds ‘the payments 
to relieve, to some degree, the bur- 
den of taxation which her people are 
carrying. 

General Smuts, leader of the Oppo- 
sition in South Africa, says that 
South Africa will cordially thank Bri- 
tain for the offer, but will not accept 
it because England is suffering from 
heavy taxation while South Africa is 
in comparatively good shape. 

It is difficult at times to get a 
good definition of the British Empire, 
or to reduce to mere words what it 
is that holds the thing so securely to- 
gether. South Africa's action in de- 
siring to keep on paying her debts to 
Britain because the people there are 
heavily taxed illustrates better than 
words just what is meant by Empire. 

And probably the most sincere trib- 
ute as to what Empire does is to be 
found in the fact that General Jan 
Smuts was in the field of battle 
against the British during the Boer 
Stratford Beacon-Herald. 


U.S. Population 


Rate Of Increase Is Shown To Be 
Less By Census Bureau 

The effect of immigration restric- 
tions now being imposed by the Unit- 
ed States is vividly seen in a calcula- 
tion of the rate of population growth 
{ssued by the census bureau at Wash- 
ington. 


The bureau has an automatic reg-: 


ister of the country’s gain in popula- 
tion, the accuracy of which is tested 
once every ten years when the cen- 
6us is taken. In setting the register, 
bureau officials take into account the 
four factors: Births, deaths, immi- 
grant arrivals and emigrant depar- 
tures. Heretofore the net result has 
been computed as an increase of one 
every 23 seconds. Recently the regis- 
ter was slowed down. It now clocks a 
gain of one person every 36 seconds, 

The chief reason for the change is 
that immigrant arrivals, formerly one 
minute and a half apart, are now 
twelve minutes and a half apart. 

The net rate of gain is equivalent 
to an annual increase of 0.7 per cent. 
{n population, whereas the old rate 
was equivalent to 1.2 per cent.

When leaving Fairbanks the round- 
the-world aviator, Post, declared that 
when he got to New. York he was 
“going to sleep forty-eight hours 
straight.” This recalls the experi- 
ence of Captain Barr when he sailed 
the winning schooner in the race from 
New York to Plymouth. During the 
twelve days of passage he-stated that 
he had slept only’ four hours. But 
once ashore in England he locked 
himself in and slept two days on end, 

Yet he had gone through no such 
testing of the human frame as that 
of the two flying men. To read the 
full account of their astonishing 
flight leaves one wondering less at 
their daring and skill and resource 
than at their ability to go through 
a terrific physical strain, day after 
day. Eating little and sleeping less,
